LONDON, Sept. 10 (AP)—Brit- 
-gin today tightened a financial 


squeeze on money-short Iran by 
canceling Iran’s right to convert 
sterling into dollars and by with- 
drawing other benefits which Iran 
had enjoyed under the Anglo- 
' Tranian oil agreement. 
- The Treasury announced that 
“certain exceptional facilities” are 
being withdrawn from Iran be- 
cause of the breakdown of the 
Anglo-Iranian oil talks. 

Britain also halted the supply 
of “certain scarce goods” which 
Iran had the right to buy when 

its oil was helping ‘ne British 
economy. The Tehran Govern- 
ment already is facing a crisis 
on the economic front. 

The British listed these steps: 

1. No more dollars will be sup- 
plied to Iran. 

2. All sterling transactions with 
Iran will require sanction, and 
those concerned with oil will be 
stopped. 

3. Iran’s automatic right to use 
sterling for payments to and from 
countries in the sterling area and 
to and from certain other coun- 

, tries will be withdrawn. 

4. British exports to Iran will 
be subject to the same sort of 
security licensing embargoes that 
are applied to Communist nations, 
and the supply to Iran of scarce 
goods is being halted at once. 

The Treasury announcement 
came soon after Tehran radio said 
Communist Czechoslovakia of- 
fered to buy 700,000 tons of oil 
from Iran immediately. 

“The Czechoslovak Government 
proposes to buy even larger quan- 
tities later and will undertake to 
transport the oil from Iranian 
ports,” said the broadcast heard 
here. ;

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 (UP)— 
Some American troops fighting in 
Korea soon will be wearing mod- 
ern versions of the suits of armor 
which protected medieval Knights, 
the Army disclosed last night. 
The first troops to receive the 
newly-developed armored jackets 
will be the previously-defenseless 
litter bearers who venture into 
battle to rescue wounded men. 
Testing of the armored clothing 
will pit protection against weight 
and mobility. 

In addition to the armored 
clothing, the Army has developed 
seat armor for liaison pilots who 
brave intensive small-arms fire 
from the ground while hopping 
their planes over enemy territory. 
Another development replaces 
the steel helmet with a hat made 
of plastic and covered with an 
aluminum shell. The lightweight 
plastic helmet has greater resist- 
ance to bullets than the old 
model, the Army said. 

Another innovation protects the 


eyes against small fragments. 

Two types of body armor have 
been developed, the Army said. 
One is a rigid type made of sev- 
eral laminated layers of glass 
fiber and plastic. 
made of several layers of nylon 
fabric pressed together. The lat- 
ter is more flexible. 

The Army said the clothing 
was developed after studies 
showed most wounds are caused 
by shell fragments and small-arms 
fire which have lost most of their 
velocity. 

The newly-developed armored 
clothing is adequate for protection 
against this type of fire, the Army 
said. The rigid type—called the 
Doron jacket—has stopped a .45- 
caliber bullet at pointblank range. 
Neither type, however, offers ade- 
quate protection against direct 
fire from a rifle or machine gun. 

The clothing weighs from five 
to 15 pounds, depending on how 
mifch body surface is to be cov- 


ered.

MARSHALL CREDITS 
MacARTHUR WITH

TOKYO, Sept. 10 (AP)—United

Voting against repeal, May- 
bank said, were Democratic Sen- 
ators Fulbright of Arkansas, Rob- 
ertson of Virginia, Frear of Del- 
aware and Maybank and Repub- 
lican Senators Capehart, Bricker 
of Ohio, Schoeppel of Kansas 
and Dirksen of Illinois. 

Maybank said he cast proxy 
votes, for Robertson and Frear, 
who were not present, and that 
the votes should not be inter- 
preted as indicating the Sena- 
tors’ stand on the compromise.

Moseley, profes- 
sor of international relations and 
director of the Russian Institute 
of Columbia University, was the 
first witness as the re- 
sumed hearings on charges 
against the party.

Moseley, who has studied Rus- 
sian policies for almost 30 years, 
described the Communist party 
views on the now defunct League 
of Nations.

It will never be known which 
one of the two became the world’s 
second jet ace because. no com- 
parative time checks were made 
on their two kills. Capt. James 
Jabara was the first jet ace.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 (AP) — 
Senator Capehart 
today denounced as. “ 
propaganda” a comic: book circu- 
lated by the Army among G.Ls.

Racket Grows Up. 


Federal Keserve officials said 
a@ racket.has grown up of offer- 
ing ridiculously high trade-in al- 
lowances and of rigging prices so 
that although the trade-in i¢ al- 
lowed as a down payment, the in- 
stallment buyer pays as much as 
he would have for a purchase with | 
no trade-in. 

The chief requirements laid | 
down are that allowances for. 
trade-ins bear ‘‘a. reasonable re- 
lationship” to their true value. 
and that the necessary 15 per 
cent down payment on install- | 
ment sales be figured at 15 per | 
cent of the new article’s ‘cash 
Price . .. net of any rebate or 
Sales discount.” 

The board said it would con- 
sider thatscredit controls have 
been violated where one or more | 
of these things happens: 

1. The dealer “in fact did 
not receive delivery and pos- 
session” of the article on which 
he made a trade-in allowance. 

2. . The dealer applies against 
the required down payment a 
trade-in allowance on property 
“having a value that was nom- 
inal or negligible, or that bore 
no reasonable relationship” to 
the allowance. 

3. There has been an “in- 
crease in the price of the ar- 
ticle sold” to offset the amount 
allowed for the tratle-in. 

. 4. The dealer not.keep 

“records showing fhe cash valde 
allowed fot each trade-in, plus 
anything else needed to estab- 
lish. that it was a good faith 
transaction. 

A dealer who ordinarily sells 
for $100 cash an article with a} 
120 list price must require at | 
least $15 on an installment sale, | 
if he is obeying control terms. | 

New Offer Made. i 

Since July 31, however, some | 
dealers who have found sales 
dragging under those terms be-. 
cause installment buyers haven't 
had the $15 cash to plunk down | 
have come up with new offers to 
increase their business volume. 

They have offered the article | 
for the $120 list price, then al- 
lowed $20 to an installment buyer | 
for an old trade-in which had 
only a nominal real value, at 
most, and counted the allowance 
as the down payment, leaving the 
buyer. the real cash price to pay 
off in installments that can run as 
long as 18 months. f 

Some dealers, officials said, | 
have carried it to the extreme of | 
allowing the $20 for a “trade-in” | 
sight unseen, and then not both- 
ering to see that the buyer ever 
actually delivers the ‘‘trade-in” at | 
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The Office of Price Stabiliza- | 
tion has ruled that only in lim- 
ited cases will it allow automatic |

ON ALLEGED GRAFT 
BY CHINESE URGED 


Morse Says Reports of 
- Nationalist Corruption 


Cloud Move to’ Recall] ; ow: 


} Two Officers. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 (AP)—| . 
Senator Morse (Rep.), Oregon, to- 
day demanded a Senate inquiry 
into “reports of corruption” which 
he said cloud the Chinese Na- 
tionalist Government’s move to 
recall two of its military officials. 

Morse told a reporter the two 
officers, said to be fighting the 
order to return to Formosa from 
Washington, should be given “po- 
litical sanctuary” in this country 
pending the investigation he 
wants. They are reported to fear 
they would face a firing squad if 
they went home. 

“I shall press for a complete 
study aimed especially at finding 
out whether there has been any 
misuse of American financial aid 
to the Nationalist Government,” 
Morse declared. 

“Reports of Corruption.” 

“Reports of corruption and graft | ° 
in connection with purchasing by 
the Chinese Government are 
understood to have come from 

these two men the Government 
has ordered home.” 

Morse said an inquiry should be 
conducted by either the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee or 
the Senate Armed Serviées sub- 
committee on preparedness. The 
latter group’s staff is known to 
have looked into some aspects of 
the situation last year, and to have 
revived its interest in the last two 
weeks. 

Morse is a member of the pre- 
paredness subcommittee, but he 
said he had not been aware“ of 
the staff's earlier inquiry. 

He is co-sponsor of a resolution 
before the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee calling for a $50,- 
000 inquiry into what extent for- 
eign government lobbies may have 
influenced United States foreign 
policy. The resolution has been 
on. the shelf in the committee 
since it was offered last July. 

Purchasing Supplies. 

The two Nationalist officers are 
Air Force Lt. Gen. P. T. Mow and 
Col Hsiang Wei-hsian, his execu- 
tive assistant. Mow, who came to 
this country in World War II, has 
been in charge of buying supplies 
. for the Nationalist air force. 

The Nationalist Government on 
Aug. 21 charged Mow with failing 
to account for $19,440,000 of of- 
ficial funds. It also filed other 
charges against him and Col. Hsi- 
ang, and ordered them both home. 

Both men, through American at- 
torneys, have termed the charges 
false. They countered that the 
allegations were retaliation for 
charges Mow himself had made 
that “certain officials in Formosa 
were misusing or seeking to mis- 
use official funds.” 

Trap Reported Set. 

The New York Times said “new | 
revelations” in the dismissal of 
the two Chinese procurement of- 
ficers showed that the Senate pre- 
paredness subcommittee had en- 
couraged them to “trap” officials 
of Commerce International of 
China. 

The C.IL.C. officials, the Times 
story said, “were said to have of- 
fered a fat commission for an air- 
plane contract.” 

The dispatch said Hsiang, 
“faced with a reported offer of 
more than $150,000 if he would 
grant C.LC. a contract for the 
purchase of 25 surplus P-5ls... 
informed the subcommittee.” 

“Col. Hsiang,” the story con- 
tinued, “was advised to take the 
money, “in furtherance of the sub- 
committee’s inquiry, by Donald C. 
Cook, vice chairman of the Se- 
curities and Exchange Commis- 
sion, who is volunteer counsel to 
the subcommittee. 

“The project ultimately fell 
through, however, after the muni- | 
tions division of the State Depart- 
ment had uncovered shady nego- 
tiations related to the procure- 
ment of the aircraft...”

‘defendants had confessed a plot 
against the security of the Com- 
munist state and had implicated 
United States, Vatican, British, 
Italian and Swiss officials. 


American Bishop Gerald Pat- 
Fick O'Hara, papal nuncio who 
Was expelled from Romania after 
a previous spy trial in 1950, was 
among those alleged to have been 
involved. 


The prosecution said the de- 
fendants confessed spying for an 
organization, with headquarters at 
Timisoara near the Yugoslav bor- 
der, under the direct leadership 
of the Vatican. After the expul- 
sion of Vatican officials, the pros- 
ecution alleged, Italian diplomats 
took over leadership and sent re- 
hy to the Vatican through the 

talian legation here. 


The indictment says that Bishop 
O’Hara -promised that American 
planes would parachute arms, 
foods and supplies for any rebels 
against the government.

Chicago U. Dean . Says 
English Believe Other 
' Nations Should Be 
Judged by Their Values. 


By WILLIAM McGAFFIN 

LONDON, Sept, 10— When a 
group of American Senators vis- 
ited Europe recently they asked 
on-the-spot American officials 
what the people over here thought 
of the-United States. Our offi- 
cials, here to supervise the Mar- 
shall plan and the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, had a pretty 
shrewd idea of what the Euro- 


peans think of us. Public opinion 
polls the Americans had taken 
were not complimentary. 

“If the Senators knew what 
they think of us over here, they 
would cut off all foreign aid,” 
said one American in a manner 
half joking, half serious. 

The American official in Eu- 
rope feels that America’s self- 
interest justifies the continuance 
of foreign aid. What the Euro- 
peans think about us doesn’t real- 
ly matter. So the Senators’ ques- 
tions were ducked. They were not 
shown the results of the private 
opinion polls. 

Dean Discovers Sentiment. 

One of the most recent Amer- 
icans to discover the anti-Amer- 
ican sentiment over here is Cyril 
O. Houle, dean of University Col- 
lege at the University of Chicago. 

Writing in the Sunday Observ- 
er Dean Houle says: 

“The American in England to- 
day must bear on his solitary 
shoulders the full weight of a 
powerful anti-American feeling.... 
America appears (to the British) 
as a lusty, gusty, overgrown and 
simple creature whose fingers are 
marvelously good at making 
things, but turn to butter in the 
handling of international affairs. 
In sharp contrast is Britain, the 
master of statecraft, whose cen- 
turies of experience give her in- 
finite adroitness in handling any 
problem. If America would just 
be ‘guided’ by this wisdom, we 
— all be ever so much better 
 #) * €@ee 
“Land of Calm Assumptions.” 

“The classis picture of the Eng- 
lish, sustained by an ancient tra- 
dition of cartoons in Punch, is 
of a people dominantly devoted 
to their own values and interests. 
England is the land of calm as- 
sumptions, and the central as- 
sumption has always been that 
Britain herself stands paramount, 
her values being the proper stan- 
dards by which those of other 
nations should be judged.... 

“Through the past centuries the 
task of the exceptional English- 
man who admired France or Italy 
or Germany has been to create an 
awareness of their virtues in his 
own country. The present task 
of the American who admires 
Britain is the same. In the Unit- 
ed States there is not a prepond- 
erant body of opinion which is 
anti-British; the problem is that 
there is not a preponderant body 
of opinion which is concerned 
with Britain at all. 

Reason for Attacks. 

“The English who go to the 
United States soon sense how 
little importance England has (for 
Americans) compared to what 
they think she ought to have. It 
is this fact which often leads 
them, on their return home, to 
make bitter attacks on their for- 
mer hosts, The visiting English- 
man has not: been previously 
aware that most of the migrants 
to America came frcm countries 
other than England, and that ties 
of loyalty and fellow feeling 
stretch out from the United 
States all over the world. The 
strongest single bond is with Brit- 
ain, but the other bonds are, col- 
lectively, far greater, and trans- 
cending all bonds, there is an in- 
grained sense of independent na- 
tionhood.” 

Houle notes that Americans 
still care deeply about world 
cpinion, not merely because of 
self-interest but because they 
genuinely wish to be liked. He 
thinks it would be a calamity if 
the Americans grew as indiffer- 
ent to criticism as the British 
have over the centuries. 

“Nobody will profit when this 
happens, except the enemies of 
civilization,” he warned.

_ CHICAGO, Sept. 10 (UP)—Na- 
nal Boxing Association Com- 
cori Abe Greene warned to- 
day that the sport faces a “crisis 


for survival” with television and | 


“a small group of promoters” the 
danger factors. 

Greene rated them as “new 
forces which challenge our imag- 
ination and our willingness and 
ability to face the facts.” . 

“Inroads of television whieh 
has gone from the homes and 
tavern, channeled into theaters 
... 4s on the threshold of provid- 
ing a paid theater audience be- jf 
yond the wildest dreams of any 
far-seeing promoter,” he said. 

“How shall we meet this new 
miracle of science so that might 
be bridled as a benevolent friend 
. . . rather than a destructive 
giant?” : 

Greene also questioned how 
boxing shall be preserved as a 


sport. 

“Shall it become the fortune- 
producing agent of just a small 
group of promoters while in the 
hinterlands small clubs, where 
~ champions of tomorrow ar bern, 
die on the vine?’”’ 

Greene warned delegates to 
the thirty-second annual meeting 
of the N.B.A., that they must de- 
cide “without equivocation and 
vacillation, on a firm construc- 
tive policy in the matter of world 
championships.” 

“Another year of indecision 
can result only in complete de- 
cadence for the sport,” he said, 
“and a transfer of governing 
power from our hands to a pow- 
erful coterie outside our ranks 
which will use the titles only for 
personal purposes. 

“We need but two qualities for 
the effective handling of this all 
important issue. Good judgment 
to- see the right thing and cour- 
age to see it through. 

“This should be the last con- 
vention which will have been 
“ obliged to look upon a manager 
who could set his own time 
schedule on which a champion 
would defend the title. Cham- 
pionships belong to the _ sport, 
not to the unworthy claimant.” 

He urged strengthening of 
rules of ring safety and called 
for closer observance of state 
commissions who “glorified by 
word but violated in acceptance:” 

He also suggested universal 
use of eight-ounce gloves, 30-day 
suspensions for —knocked out 
fighters, and permanent layoffs 
for some boxers successively de- 
feated. 

Greene asked the various com- 
missions to “stick together” in 
their own judgment against the 
“self-centered attitude of the 
renegade New York non-member 
commission” about the round in 
which a contest is terminated 
when it is halted in the minute’s 
rest period. The N.B.A. rules the 
bout ends in the next round 
while the New York Commission 
rules it ends in the last roupd 
before cessation. 

He asked serious consideration 
to interchange of referees for 
important bouts and said a key 
referee transferring to major 
bouts in various states could pro- 
vide many benefits. 

Lashing at faking fighters and 
managers, he said “the only way 


to cure this type of crookedness | 


is to search out the responsible 
parties and hit them all so hard 
that they’ll never try it again 
anywhere else, and neither will 
any others who might be think- 
ing of such intolerable plotting.”

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Ohio Senators Take Notice 

In the midst of' the. ascendency of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt nationally, Charles A. Sprague was 
elected Republican Governor of Oregon. He 

. served a four-year term with distinction and no 
one has ever doubted his attachment to the 
Republican party. His newspaper, the Oregon 
Statesman, of Salem, the capital city, shows the 
same devotion to the G.O.P. 

These facts make significant ‘an editorial 
which Mr. Sprague wrote just before the ap- 
pearance of Senator Joseph R. McCarthy of 
Wisconsin, on a speaking engagement in Oregon. 
Said this eminent Pacific Coast Republican 
through his newspaper: 

“We believe in free speech in Oregon, so 
let this adept at the technique of the Big Lie 
have his say. But if the Republican party is to 
indorse McCarthyism, it deserves to be laid in 
a grave both wide and deep. And to win the 
presidency sby condoning McCarthy’s tactics 
would be to obtain office under false pretenses.” 
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New Red Line in Prague 

The first rumblings of a change in the Com- 
munist regime in Czechoslovakia were some- 
what muffled by the Japanese peace treaty 
signing. Now there is a belated temptation 
to regard the shake-up as indicative of a spread 
of Titoism. That idea, however, should be 
scrutinized with caution. 

Even if a new note of nationalism is detected 
in the Czech Communist line, it should be re- 
membered that the top Red in Prague still is 
President Klement Gottwald. He is more be- 
holden to Moscow than Tito ever was. It is 
also a question whether Gottwald controls the 
Czech regime and army with the same author- 
ity Tito exercises in Yugoslavia. Such control 
is essential to any display of independence. 

It seems more probable that the switch was 
dictated by Moscow to step up Czechoslovakia’s 
faltering industrial output. This is strongly sug- 
gested by the creation of a new Ministry of 
State Control whose chief will be the absolute 
czap of Czech production. 

Close students of Czech affairs in London and 
Vienna see no hope of a drift away from Rus- 
sian influence in Prague. The Wiener Neue 
Tageszeitung feels that the new setup puts the 
Czech Communists completely under the dic- 
tatorship of the Cominform. This does not 
preclude the use of nationalist sentiments. 
After all, production cannot be stimulated with- 
eut the co-operation of the Czech workers. If 
a bit of nationalist talk will make them work 
harder, Moscow probably will let them hear it. 
That tactic is not so different from the one used 
in France where the Reds seek to beguile the 
French people with the line-that the French 
Communists are Frenchmen first of all. 

Whether Moscow can maintain its influence 
over Czechoslovakia and other satellites indefi- 
nitely may be debated. But it seems wishful 
thinking to suggest that the Kremlin’s grip is 
already slipping.

A background such as this makes it all the 
more shocking that William and Mary should 
have admitted students whose high school cred- 
its were faked in the college’s athletic depart- 
ment.

But William and Mary made this worse 
by giving unearned credits in physical educa- 
tion to certain students, presumably to help 
them along.

A State Transit Inguiry | 

Right down to the name he chose for it, Sena- 
tor David A. Hess’ resolution for a legislative 
investigation of the transit problem should ap- 
péal to St. Louisaus. The Senator suggests that 
the investigating committee be called the “Rapid 
Transportation Committee.” 

This title represents more of a hope than 
reality. It obviously does not refer to the sub- 
ject to be investigated, for the metropolitan 
transit system is not so much rapid as inter- 
rupted. It is broken into two parts by political 
boundaries: and by two fare schedules. 

Senator Hess’ resolution, which he plans to 
introduce in the reconvened session of the Leg- 
islature now beginning, takes all this into con- 
sideration. He proposes a committee of six Sen- 
ators and six Representatives to look into all 
phases of the Public Service Co. and County 
Transit Co. operations. 

This committee would be instructed to co- 
operate with: the present Metropolitan Mass 
Transportation Commission named by the city 
and county. The legislators should be able to 
provide important assistance to the study of 
transit problems, for they would have full au- 
thority to subpena witnesses and records, and 
to collect all the facts. 

Bus and streetcar service in this area has de- 
clined more than 20 per cent since the war. 
Fares have risen 70 per cent, as the Post- 
Dispatch reported in detail. The trend has not 
been stopped. , 

The riding public must look to Jefferson City 
for some protection. The Legislature has made 
transit regulation a matter of state authority. 
Legislators have a clear obligation to investigate 
the cycle of higher cost and poorer service and 
to see what may be done to halt it. 
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The Labor Party on Defense 

Britain’s Trade Union Congress has voted 
overwhelming support of national rearmament, 
backing Prime Minister Attlee’s three-year de- 
fense program. The Labor party’s determination 
to cling to this expensive plan can only be 
measured against a background of political op- 
position and public sacrifice. ' 

In three years Britain intends to spend 
$13,160,000,000 on rearmament. These expendi- 
tures will run to more than 10 per cent of 
the national income, or about the proportion 
that the United States is spending on defense. 
But Britain’s arms spending is particularly dras- 
tic because the nation had only begun to 
achieve postwar economic recovery when it 
had to accept the additional arms burden. 

Meanwhile the arms program has been the 
target for political opponents within and out- 
side the Labor party. Former Labor Minis- 
ter Aneurin Bevan led left-wing Laborites who 
contended that’'the arms budget would wreck 
progress toward Socialism. Yet Prime Minis- 
ter Attlee’ not only managed to hold his own 
party in line, but also defeated the Conserva- 
tives by a 2l-vote margin when Winston 
Churchill sought to make the arms budget 
the basis for a vote of no confidence. 

Labor’s executive board maintains that’ the 
weight of armaments, however burdensome, 
cannot be safely reduced until the Communist 
world has abandoned aggression. 

This realistic view measures security against 
the sacrifice necessary to maintain it, and is 
also a measure of Britain’s devotion to the 
cause of the free world. 
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18 for Civil Defense 


The 18 members of the State Civil Defense 
Advisory Committee which Gov. Smith has just 
appointed could hardly make a better start on 
their work than by alerting the people of their 
communities to the possible danger for which 
they must prepare. 

Only those who are unaware of the extent of 
the possible’ danger can be apathetic toward it, 
yet apathy is perhaps the greatest handicap un- 
der which the civil defense program labors, not 
only in Missouri but nationally. 

In Missouri, apathy is expressed in failure of 
citizens to volunteer for civil defense tasks, 
and in partial failure of the Legislature to pro- 
vide adequate laws and adequate money.

Editor urges United States to restrict actions of Soviet press 
agency in this country; notes how Communist nations mistreat 
American newspaper men; says Tass is not a news service but a 
Russian Government propaganda bureau and weapon of conspiracy.

There will be no real progress in the 
business of freeing William Oatis of the 
Associated Press from his prison cell in 
Czechosiovakia until there is a realistic 
approach to the subject of American-Rus- 
sian press relations. 

Tass agency enjoys the full privileges of 
the free press in the United States. Ameri- 
can reporters in Soviet countries are sub- 
jected to every indignity—even jail—in the 
attempt to do an honest reporting job. 
There is no need to stress this point. 
Everyone is familiar with the situation. 

It is my contention that the American 
Government, American press asseciations 
and American newspaper publishers and 
editors are as much bound by totalitarian 
dictation as any Soviet satellite. 

This is not a statement made to attract 
attention. It is a cold fact and if any free 
newspaperman can get any comfort out of 
perusal of the facts that follow, or take 
any pride in our record, it will be, in my 
opinion, by a method of mental acrobatics 
that ignores the situation as it is. 

In the first place, Tass is not a news 
service. It is a Russian Government sup- 
ported and controlled propaganda bureau. 
Its Russian employes—Mikhail Fedorov, 
in Washington, for example—are Soviet 
Government employes who come into this 
country on a diplomatic passport. Tass 
serves no free customers. 


Privileges Same as Free Press 


They represent a government whose po- 
litical philosophy teaches and advocates 
the overthrow of the United States Gov- 
ernment by force and violence. Yet these 
representatives are accorded every privi- 
lege of the free press in Washington on 
the basis that they represent the free 
press. 


The Standing Committee of Correspon- 
dents of the congressional galleries, and 
the majority of the members, refused ad- 
mission of “Voice of America” representa- 
tives to the galleries because they repre- 
sent the United States Government and 
not daily newspapers. The Associated and 
the United Press refuse to serve “Voice 
of America” because it is controlled by 
the State Department. 


And yet Tass—a Russian Government 


agency—is admitted to the galleries and 
accorded every press privilege in Wash- 
ington, including off the record confer- 
ences. (Editor’s note: The Standing Com- 
mittee of Correspondents, acting on the 
protest of the American Society of News- 
paper Editors, has moved to deny admis- 
sion of Tass men to congressional galleries 
“at the present time.”)

In June, 1950, President Tru- 
man acted instantly to defend 
Korea against Communist aggres- 
sion. The entire free world rallied 
to his support. 


Demand on the Kremlin. 


The U.S.S.R., caught off base, 
was uncertain what line to take. 
After three or four days Pravda 
managed to produce an editorial 
charging the United States with 
abetting the Republic of Korea 
in an attack upon the “peace- 
loving” North Koreans—a flat lie. 

But Pravda went further. It 
said that the “United States 
would have to take the conse- 
quences.” in other words, Pravda 
was threatening the United States 
of America for coming to the de- 
fense of a country which the 
Communist bloe had attacked. 

Here was the great opportunity 
for putting the international situ- 
ation straight, the admiral thinks. 
Within 24 hours, the United 
States diplomatic representative 
should have waited upon the 
Soviet foreign minister (or, better 
still, upon Stalin) and demanded, 
not asked, answers to two ques- 
tions: 

1) Does the Pravda threat ex- 
press the policy of the U.S.S.R.? 
And if so, 2) is the U.S.S.R. ready 
to face the consequences of hav- 
ing instigated an attack against 
the United Nations? 

If the Russian said yes to both 


| questions, he would be acknowl- 
edging his aggression. If he re- 
fused to answer he would be 
manifestly covering up his con- 
fusion. If he disowned Pravda, 


ti he would be visibly backing down 


and ivse face. 


No U.S.R.R. Explanation. 


The U.S.S.R. was, however, 
saved from a bad choice because 
nobody from the United States 
Government thought of. going to 
the Kremlin with the embar- 
rassing demands. For such an in- 
tention would have sprung only 
from an offensive mentality, And 
the law-abiding nations are still, 
apparently, on the defensive 
everywhere. So long as they re- 
main on the defensive, the ad- 
miral believes, they are pretty 
sure to go on losing. 

They will go on “explaining” 
measures of sheer self defense 
like the Japanese Treaty, the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion and the gradual diplomatic 


consolidation of the Far East. 
And the U.S.S.R. will not be com- 
pelled to explain its continuing 
subversion all over the world. 

Moscow will go on fomenting 
armed rebellions in the non-Com- 
munist countries. The latter will 
refrain from the much easier task 
of stirring up revolts among the 
bitterly discontented peoples 
under the Red yoke. 


Agenda for Ottawa. 


It is perhaps natural that five, 
three, or even two-years ago, 
before the European peoples real- 
ized that they could and must 
defend themselves, they should 
shrink from psychological offen- 
sives as “provocative.” 

Today such passivity is no 
longer defensible. The free peo- 
ples should start giving to the 
Communists a big dose of their 
own medicine. They should, at 
San Francisco, agree on the need 
for a common world-wide policy, 
as valid in Asia as in Europe. 
They might jot down the items 


of a tentative offensive. And at 
the Ottawa meeting of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization, a 
couple of weeks from now, they 
should agree on concrete meas- 
ures. 

I am convinced that the non- 
Communist world has the re- 
sources to keep the U.S.S.R. 
Jumping through hoops indefi- 
nitely “explaining” its crimes and 
putting out its domestic fires.

W.N.-REYNOLDS DIES, TOBACCO 
MAGNATE AND SPORTSMAN 


WINSTON-SALEM, N.C., Sept. 
10 (AP)—William Neal Reynolds, 
tobacco magnate and grand old 
man of harness horse racing, died 


here today. He was 88 years old. 
He had been ill for the last 


month, having been stricken at 
the last Hambletonian race meet- 
ing at Goshen, N. Y. 

Reynolds, known to friends and 
associates as “Mr. Will,”’ was born 
March 22, 1863, in Patrick county, 
Va., one of four sons of Hardin 
W. and Nancy Cox Reynolds. 
Twelve years later his older broth- 
er, Richard, founded a_ tobacco 
company in Winston-Salem, and 
in 1888 formed a partnership with 
“Mr. Will” and Henry Roan. Their 
swiftly expanding firm was in- 
corporated in 1890 as the R. J. 
Reynolds Tobacco Co. In 1918 he 
advanced to president and in 1924 
to chairman of the board. 

In 1933, his horse Mary Rey- 
nolds won the Hambletonian, the 
Kentucky Derby of harness rac- 
ing, in a race termed the “$40,000 
stumble.”

Casualties were heavy also 
when his battalion was cut off 
near the Han river and fought 
its way back through enemy lines. 

Thorough preparation by -the 
medical corps is another factor 
in saving American lives in Ko- 
rea, Capt. Phelps said. ‘““Use of 
helicopters to evacuate wounded 
makes the finest hospital equip- 
ment available in a matter of 
minutes—the helicopter is worth 
its weight in gold,” he remarked. 


Additional lives were saved 
last winter when, in an action 
almost inexplicable by American 
officers, United States. wounded 
who fell behind Chinese Commu- 
nist lines were consistently re- 
turned to American aid stations.

Hollywood Rewrites the Scriptures 
T was inevitable that in Hollywood's frantic search for 
biography with box office appeal it should finally hit upon 
the world’s best seller and one of its most appealing heroes, 
David. And in “DAVID AND BATHSHEBA,” at the ST. 
LOUIS THEATER, the movie makers have 
done well by the lowly shepherd boy who 
became king of Israel. They selected a 
handsome and popular star (Gregory Peck) 
‘to portray him, gave him a pretty, if some- 
what vapid and colorless heroine (Susan 
Hayward), and doctored up his story suffi- 
ciently to absolve him of some of his sin in 
accordance with accepted standards of moral conduct for 
Hollywood's heroes. 

But in so doirig, they have tried to give nobility and 
beauty to a story which, in part, at least, is ignoble: and 
tawdry. They have chosen one of the least worthy love 
stories of. the Bible and have focused the spotlight on a 
tarnished chapter in the life of a man who was fundamentally 
good and strong and kingly. 
| The plot, taken from II Samuel, is of David's ilicit love 
for Batltsheba, wife of Uriah, the Hittite. In dramatic flash- 
backs late in the picture are portrayed the two more familiar 
stories of David, the boy, as he was annointed of God by the 
prophet Samuel, and as he filled Goliath the giant with his 
slingshot in one of history’s famed battles. 

Those‘ incidents are faithfully followed as ,recorded in 
the Scriptures, but the scrip-writers have taken more liberty 
with David's later and less innocent years. The King’s sense 
of guilt in sending Uriah to his death in battle — so that 
Bathsheba “will be legally’ and morally free to marry — is 
lessened in the movie version by Uriah’s convenient plea 
that he be assigned to service where the battle was at its 
fiercest. Bathsheba, too, relieves the conscierce-stricken David 
somewhat by asserting that his guilt is hers, as well. 
| There can be no quarrel with the pageantry of the picture. 
In fact, a picture “which could easily have become over- 
spectacular has been filmed in technical restraint and good 

‘taste. There is grandeur in the king’s court, beauty in the 
hills of Judea, skill in the stagfng. But Peck, the actor, is 
not David, the singer of songs, the worshipful harpist, the 
inspired Psalmist. The actor’s matter-of-fact recital of the 
Twenty-third Psalm, surely one of the Bible’s most magnificent 
and majestic passages, fails to approach the fervency and 
‘humility with which it must have-been uttered by the King 
of Israel centuries ago. Much more moving was Peck’s inter- 
pretation of a prayer (written by Hollywood) as he knelt by 
the Ark of the Covenant. That was probably the high point 
of the entire production. 

So perhaps the fault lies not so much in the technique 
of the tale but in the telling itself, in the attempt to translate 
the poetry: of the Scripture into twentieth-century Ameri- 
canese. Somehow, it seemed a little ludicrous to hear 
Bathsheba, in the manner of a love-struck teen-ager, ask, 
“David, did you really kill liath?” And to hear David, 
the familiar Gregory Peck twinkle in, his eye, reply, “I was 
quite a hand with a slingshot.”

An Ugly Story Well Told 

“PICKUP” is far afield from the general run of Holly- 
wood films and reflects a greater artistry than can be 
attributed to most. The film, now at the ORPHEUM, is an 
ugly story, full of hatred and subtle cruelty. None of the 

cast is a name star. The set is a watchman’s 
drab little cottage by a lonely railroad track. 
The leading man falls short of Hollywood's 
standards for personable heroes. But despite 
those obstacles—more to its credit—the pic- 
ture is better-than-average. 
The story is of Jan Horak (Hugo Haas), 
a middle-aged and widowed railroad worker 
who picks up a blonde (Beverly Michaels) at a carnival, is 
charmed by her attractiveness and apparent sincerity. 
Despite her scorn for the life he leads, she marries him for 
his $7300 bank account. Her discontent soon leads to bitter-' 
ness, made even more acute by his sudden deafness. An 
accident restores his hearing, but before he can tell his wife 
the good news, he oyerhears her and a younger worker, Steve 
(Allan Nixon) plot his murder. 

It is not an escapist or suspense-filled murder mystery. 
But the characterizations are sharp in tone and deftly

HE September issue of the 

Scientific American is one

In this 
country today, we are putting 
through college and post-grad- 
uate. training nearly all the young 
people “who have the ability, the. 
inclination, and the means to se- 
cure such training.”

THERE ARE TWO things, it 
seems to me, that must be done. 
Our schools must produce more 
young people who have the proper 
training, pre-college training for 
the work that is needed in our 
society. That means that our 
schools must learn to keep our 
young people sufficiently in- 
terested so that titey will have 
the inclination to continue in 
their academic courses. 

I believe the crucial question, 
however, is the question of 
“means.” I have long felt it to 
be essential that all young people 
with ability and inclination should 
have the opportunity-for educa- 
tion in whatever line they show 
the greatest capacity. 

A country like ours cannot af- 
ford to waste its able young peo- 
ple simply because they happen 
to have been born into a family 
where there is not the where- 
withal to give them the advanced 
education to which they aspire 
and for which they have the 
capacity. I have known many a 
boy and girl to waste time in col- 
lege and that has always seemed 
to me unpardonable, for they are 
actually stealing from someone 
else an opportunity that might be 
used to the full. 

This issue of the Scientific 
American puts a problem squarely 
before us whith cannot be al- 
lowed to go unrecognized.

I have done ev- 
erything I know to make 
my husband happy and 
convince him I married 
him because I loved him 
and still love him just as 
much. He has been mar- 
ried before. His former 
wife has custody of their 
children. I am expecting a 
child by him and he seems 
very pleased about this. Would the fact that he does not have 
his own children by his first marriage, make him feel differ- 
ently toward my little boy? What do you think I should do?

It is not quite clear from your letter whether you have 
your little son with you or are attempting to get your hus- 
band’s consent to have him. Even thovgh your husband knew 
about the boy previous to your marriage it may be without 
realizing it, he is a little jealous of the child—as' many a man 
is of his step-children. It is possible he feels you neglect him 
in favor of the child, that you don’t give him enough com- 
panionship. It is possible that as you suggest, he may feel 
deeply not having his own youngsters with him, but having to 
have with him instead another man’s child. I think it would 
be a good thing for you to go to your social worker who placed 
your little boy in the foster home, and talk over this problem 
with her. In some instances it may be better to leave the 
child in the foster home at least for a longer period. After 
all, you have been married only six months. In another six 
months or a year your husband may have become more 
reconciled to the little boy and happier about having him 
around.

NCE upon a time, many years ago, there was a shepherd 

boy who cried “Wolf!” so often, with no reason, that no 

one would believe him when a wolf finally raided his 
flock. ... 

And, once upon a time, only a few weeks ago, there was 
a Hollywood producer smart enough to recognize the parallel 
between that classic tale and the situation of the man who 
wants to advertise a remarkably fine motion picture.

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Pole-Vaulting Parson

VERNE, Calif., Sept. 10. 

- WAS inevitable, of course, 

that the sports writers would 

dub him the “pole-vaulting par- 
son,” “the vaulting vicar” and “the 
soaring sky pilot,” and not with- 
out justification, For 25-year-old 
Robert Richards is a minister, 
and a very sincere one. He also 
is a pole-vaulter of renown, and 
a very good one. 

He is, in fact, the No. 1 pole- 
vaulter on the sports scene to- 
day — the second man ever to 
have vaulted er than 15 feet, 
an  accomplis nt he has 
achieved nine times since last 
Jan. 27. Furthermore, he looks 
right now like the’United States’ 
brightest hope in next year’s 
Olympic Games decathlon. 

Sports are nothing new to Bob, 
who quarter-backed his high 
school football team to.a state 
championship in Champaign, IIL, 
where he was born. But he drew 
serious national attention and the 
lavish praise of the sports pages 
only after he vaulted 15 feet, 1 
inch at the Millrose Track and 
Field Games in New York early 
this year. ' 

Only Cornelius Warmerdam has 
sailed higher—15 feet, 734 inches 
in 1942 for the all-time outdoor 
record. Warmerdam also holds 
the indoor pole-vaulting record, 
15 feet, 84% inches. 

Bob’s decathlon abilities came 
to light virtually by accident. 
Early last May he visited Pasa- 
dena’s Muir College to give a 
talk. A decathlon was scheduled 
for two days later, and Bob got 
to talking about it with Muir 
Track Coach Don Winton. . 

“Why don’t you come out and 
give a pole-vaulting demonstra- 
tion?” asked Winton. “It would 
be great for the school.” 

“T’ll do better than than,” Bob 
said gerially. “I'll enter the 


; competition.” 


He did, on two days’ notice, 
and ran up a score of 7411. Lat- 
er the same month he entered a 
second meet at Muir and scored 
7544 points—the sixth best score 
on record, beaten only by Bob 
Mathias, Heino Lipp, of Russia; 
Sievert, of Germany; Glenn Mor- 
ris and Bob Clark. 

Then, on July 4, Bob won the 
national Amateur Athletic Union 
decathlon championship at Santa 
Barbara with 7834 points, the 
third best score in history. It 
has been bettered only by Math- 
ias, the world’s record holder, 
with 8042 points, and Glenn 
Morris. 

Interviewing Bob is a work-out 
in itself. He won’t stand still for 
questions, preferring to talk as 
he works out on summer-browned 
Arnett Field on the campus of 
La Verne College. This is a 
Church of the Brethren school 
with an enrofiment of some 300 
where Bob has taught a variety 
of theological subjects for the 
last year. 

For the last year and a half 
Bob has been unbeaten. In that 
time he has scored 43 victories. 
Impressive as it is, his record of 
competition is all the more as- 
tounding when one considers his 
routine schedule. 

“Teach in the morning, train 
in the afternoon, preach at night, 
that’s about what it amounts to,” 
Bob smiled. 

Among the six courses he 
teaches at La Verne are philoso- 
phy, ethics, history of the Chris- 
tian church and the psychology 
of religion.. He also heads the 
religious activities of the school 
and, naturally, gets coaxed into 
doing a bit of coaching. 

He works out on Arnett Field 
or in the gym every afternoon of 
the week for two hours, concen- 
trating on one or two events in 
his effort to bring up his de- 
cathlon score. Night finds him 
in the pulpits of various Southern 
California churches. He is a 
forceful and _ straightforward 
speaker and much sought after 
for evening sermons. 

That leaves him precious little 
time with his family. Bob was 
offered an A.A.U. tour of. Japan 
after winning the Santa Barbara 
decathlon, but turned it down. 

“After all,” he said, “I owe 
something to my wife and chil- 


dren,” 
T A.A.U. team is old stuff to 

Bob. He’s been to Europe six 
times and was in Argentina for 
the Pan-American Olympics. At 
Helsinki in July 1950, he set a 
new European pole vault record 
of 14 feet, 10 inches, decidedly 
retiring the old record of 14 feet, 
3 inches, held by Ragnar Lund- 
berg of Sweden. 

Bob is a friendly, rugged-look- 
ing, gentle-spoken young man 
with infinite singleness of pur- 
pose. Quite matter-of-factly and 
without the slightest trace of 
cockiness he announced that he 
plans to break the world’s pole 
vault record and believes he can 
score an unheard of 8400 points 
in the decathlon. 

Under a broiling Southern Cali- 
fornia sun, Bob was concentrating 
on the shot-put and the javelin. 
He couldn’t find the discus; one 
of the students had taken it home 
and La Verne is pretty much a

Bob is the son of Leslie H. 
Richards, a lineman with the IIli- 
nois Power & Light Co., and Mrs. 
Margaret Richards, now of Seat- 
tle, Wash. He has two brothers 
and a sister. Dan, 28, is a student 
at La Verne and a golfer of con- 
siderable ability. Kenny, 30, a 
high school football star of his 
day, still lives in Champaign 
where he is a cable splicer for 
the telephone company. Bob’s 
sister, Shirley, 23, is a student at 
the Moody ave Institute of 
Chicago. 

When Bob was one year old, a 
baby buggy in which he was be- 
ing wheeled somehow got loose 
and rolled down a hill into a 
street directly in front of a model 
T Ford. The car hit the buggy 
and ran right over Bob’s chest.

LTHOUGH he now has re- 
A nounced all violence and has 

dedicated himself primarily to 
preaching Christ’s word, Bob re- 
members his first day at school 
as the beginning of a youthful 
preoccupation with fisticuffs.

His junior high school track 
coach was sorely:in need of a 
pole-vaulter to round out the 
team. He approached Bob with 
the idea. Bob said he'd try. 

In the Richards’s backyard was 
a maple tree which, fortunately 
for the 1952 United States Olym- 
pic team, grew only a few feet 
from a telephone pole. Bob stud- 
ded both the tree and the pole 
with nails and acquired a number 
of bamboo poles of the kind 
around which rugs were wrapped. 
From these he fashioned a cross- 


bar and a vaulting pole and was 


on his way to a world record. 

The beginning was not particu- 
larly promising, however, Bob's 
first junior high school meet rec- 
ord was six feet, nine inches. 

Bob's interest in divinity sprang 
from his friendship with a girl 
when he was 16. 

“She warited a Clfristian boy 
friend,” he said. “She got me - 
terested in going to church and 
she bought me a Bible and helped 
me find Christ.” 

Through her, Bob met the Rev. 
Merlin E. Garber, a Champaign 
minister now of Roanoke, Va.

When Bob left the university, 
Dr. Harold Osborne, the onetime 
champion high-jumper and life 
member of the Illinois Athletic 
Club, interested him in continu- 
ing his track and field competi- 
tion under the club’s colors. Bob 
has competed for the Illinois club 
ever since. 

“The Los Angeles Athletic Club 
wants me to compete for them, 
and I suppose I should, living out 
here and all,” he mused. “But I 
feel I owe the Illinois club an 
awful lot. They’ve helped me 
— a bit and I am very grate- 
u 

Bob stirred Pacific ‘ Coast 
sportswriters in January 1950, 
when he vaulted 14 feet, 111% 
inches at the Millrose Games in 
Madison Square Garden in a 
heart-breaking attempt to clear 
15 feet. He thought he had suc- 
ceeded until a recheck revealed 
a sag of % inch in the crossbar. 

When, a year later, he cleared 
15 feet 1 inch at the Millrose 
games last January, he literally 
jumped and whooped and clapped 
his hands with joy. It was the 
realization of a long-time dream. 

“A new pole and faith did it,” 
he said then. “I knew all along 
I could make it, but I had a 
mental block—and I licked that 
block!” 

It must have been a *mental 
block, for 15 feet hasn’t bothered 
him sincé. At the Chicago relays 
last March he soared 15 feet, 4% 
inches for his own high mark. 

“T’m planning to break the 
world’s record in the pole vault,” 
Bob said. Actually, he wants to 
do better than that. His goal is 
16 feet. Bob believes it is pos- 
sible to pole vault 18 feet, but 
doubts if he will be able to reach 
that height himself. 

“Co-ordination of key move- 
ments—the run, swing, pull-up, 
tuck and push-off — into one 
smooth motion is the secret of 
successful vaulting,” Bob ex- 
plained. “One must forget per- 
sonai limitations. You must have 
faith in yourself.”

South seems to have been “psy- 
chic” in more than the colloquial 
bridge sense! His spade opening 
was strange enough, but his spade 
rebid, to the exclusion of show- 
ing his seven-card diamond suit, 
defies understanding. 

As it happened, South could 
have made 12 tricks at a diamond 
contract, and this was actually - 
done at several other tables, al- 
though no North-South pair was 
clairvoyant enough to bid the 
slam. This psychic South, how- 
ever came out even better than 
the diamond bidders—via this re- 
markable line of play: 

West opened a trump. De- 
clarer cashed dummy’s second 
trump honor, led the diamond 
seven to the ace and laid down 
the trump queen. Accepting the 
drop of the jack and ten of 
trumps as nothing more than his 
due, South then pulled West's 
last trump. Next, he laid down 
the diamond king (probably ex- 
pecting the jack to fall!), and 
when West showed out, declarer 
led the ten of clubs. 

It would have been an excel- 
lent idea for West to cover the 
club ten, but he felt sure that: 
South had the ace of hearts and 
would take a subsequent finesse 
against West’s other club honor, 
so West ducked. South let the 
ten ride, and then proceeded to 
make five-odd by running the en- 
tire club suit!

School Readiness 


By Frances L. Ilg and Louise Bates Ames 
M OTHER, is your 6-year-old ready for the first grade? 


Teacher, are all the separate individuals in this 

roomful of first-graders whom you are guiding (or push- 

ing) through their first formal year of school actually ready 
for this first-grade experience? 

Regardless of whether you are a parent or teacher, this 
is an important question for, if it is answered incorrectly, 
you and the child or children involved can be in for much 
unnecessary grief and difficulty. - 


x 

MANY SCHOOL siaemies answer this question on the 
basis of age alone. If a child is a certain age on a certain 
calendar date, that automatically makes him eligible to enter 
first grade and, in many school systems, to start learning to 
read. To say that because a child is 6 years old he is ready 
for first grade, is about-as realistic as to say that because a 
child is 40 weeks old he is ready to creep. Some are—some 
aren’t. Age is one clue, but only one clue. 

Many schools have a second means of determining readi- 
ness for first grade. This is to give the first-grade applicant 
a standard intelligence test, such as the Stanford-Binet, to de- 
termine his intelligence quotient. 

Such tests also provide a useful clue. But they do not 
give the whole answer, since some children with very high 
1.Q.s are by no means ready for first grade, while others 
whose intelligence scores much lower may be quite ready for 
the school experience. Reading readiness tests, such as the 
Monroe pre-reading, are probably on the whole superior, but 
even these do not tell the complete story. 

Because it is not just the child’s mind which goes to 
school, but his whole body as well. Therefore, there is much 
more to consider than simply whether he is old enough or in- 
telligent enough to do first grade work. 


* * * 

REGARDLESS OF HIS chronological age, the main ques- 
tions which you need to ask are: Is he behaving like a 6 
year-old? Has he reached the stage of maturity which the 
average 6-year-old has reached, or is he still acting like a 
younger child? Does he, for instance, still need an afternoon 
nap. Does he fatigue too easily and fall ill when faced with 
the demands of first-grade attendance? Are his language and 
motor behaviors up to the other children’s? 

We must also consider the sex of the child in question. 
Many boys are not ready at this time to go ahead as fast as 
their chronological. age would dictate. Their whole schooP 
adjustment will be much smoother if they take it at a slower 
pace at the beginning. % 

All these things should be considered—even though often 
they are not—before the child is admitted to the first grade. 
Determining readiness for school is a more complex and more 


serious matter than is commonly recognized.

HE ancient Egyptians prayed 
to many gods and goddesses. 
Some of these had the heads 
of animals. Others were pictured 
as human beings. Sometimes a 
god was given the form of a

Before the start of written his- 
tory, it is likely that tribes from 


several places wandered into the: 


Nile valley. -These tribes doubt- 
less brought with them ideas of 
their own special deities. Later 
there was a mixing of ideas. 

It is believed that the early 
Egyptians came from lands around 
the eastern end of the Mediter- 
ranean sea. The ancient Egyp- 
tians were members of the white 
race, but their skins became 
tanned under the steady sunshine 
of the Nile area. 

It is hard to pick out the 
“greatest god” 
choice of the people changed with 
the passing of time. 

For a long period, the god 
Osiris (pronounced “oh-SI-ris’’) 
ranked as the most important god. 
When other gods rcse in favor, he 
still was given worship, and many 
persons felt that he was at least 
the equal of the new gods.

| “No longer, however, did the 
| living Osiris rule as Egypt’s king. 
| Instead, he traveled to the Other- 
world. There he tock charge of 
the Hall of Justice and Truth, 
and started his service as the 
chief judge of the spirits, or dou- 
bles, of people, who died.” 

People in Egypt firmly believed 
that story 4000 years ago. In their 
minds, Osiris was the mighty lord 
of the dead. When one of their 
relatives or friends diéd, it was 
common for them to say, “He has 
gone to Osiris.”
